Theology ami Science. 



If intolerant skeptics and ■npemtidous 
theologians could catch the spirit of the 
following extract from an article in the 
New York World, of Wednesday last, 
the society would be spared a good deal 
of nonsense and religion make a gain of 
its great boast and its great lack — charity : 
" If the reasonings oi the rariotu sciences 
were applied to one another as indis 
criminately as those of theology to science 
and those of science to theology, we 
should have a conflict of the sciences, as 
well as a conflict between ration and 
science. If the geologist should insist on 
the consideration of the heavenly bodies 
in strata, our ebservatories would lie- 
come a chaos. We are not entitled for 
this reason toconsider geology uofou tided. 
If the crystallographer should insist on 
the classification of animals according to 
angels, faces and specific gravity, a wail 
of anguish would arise from the zxdoglca 
collections of the world. » >n this account 
is crystallography absurd'.' When a 
narrow theology would make the decree 
of some church council or the fallible 
interpretation of some portions of scrip- 
ture a criterion for scientific verity, are 
we to reject religion, the chief center of 
all that wccall pure and good* And if 
science advances some doctrine that 
throws a radiant light across the realm 
of nature, but stands in conflict with our 
present views of the bible, are we justified 
in proclaiming an antagonism lietween 
religion and science 1 A deeper view of 
both religion ana scieuce, a broader view 
of their history, a faint glimpse of the 
one cause knowable or unknowable of 
both nature and spirit, would make both 
sides more prudent and more tolerant. 
The words of Bacon come back to us 
after three centuries with renewed 
emphasis, to encourage us in our doubts, 
to_ raise our loftier hopes : ' Truth is the 
daughter of time. ' "

Liberia 11 l.inigrat ion. 



There are a large number of the col- 
ored population proposing to emigrate to 
Liberia. It would Ire well to consider 
whether it would not be better to bear 
the " ills they have thifh fly to those they 
know not of." We find the case stated 
very clearly in a late issue of the < uurier- 
JmmaL It suites that the republic of 
Liberia is not the "happy land of Ca- 
naan," represented by the leaders of the 
" Exodus," and judging from some re- 
cent utterances at colored mass-meetings 
in the south the negroes are not at all 
susceptible to the gulling process. The 
secretary of state has just received some 
authentic information about Liberia, 
which, summarized, shows the naked sit- 
uation to l>e like this : It is represented 
that the frequently repeated statements 
as to the fertility of the soil and the 
beauty of the country are correct, but 
that the climate on the sea coast is very 
dangerous to all but the natives, 
lb.;-. -, mules and donkeys cm. not live 
there. Horses are found in the interior, 
but when brought to the «ea coast sicken 
and die. Although, as to the temjiera- 
ture, constant summer prevails, yet the 
miasmatic influenceVaused by the heavy 
rains, alternating with hot sunshine, 
causes sickness during six months of the 
year; and during the remaining six 
months the power of the sun is such that 
it is almost impossible for any but the 
natives to work. The mean temperature 
iC about eighty live degrees, but on 
account of the dampness of the 
climate the heat is sultry, depresving and 
weakening. There is still very little 
civilization and very little agricultural 

HBse. Liberia hi ^ 
sufficient food for her own h. me consump- 
tion; and although she should be a great 
rice-growing country, rice is imjsrrted 
from England and other countries, and 
aV tour dollars a biifmvl, twice the 
cost at which better rice could be grown 
and sold tnere. Flonr is fourteen dollars 
per barrel, butter one dollar per pound, 
and hams from five to eight dollars 
Other provisions are proportionately 
high. There is not a plow in use in Li 
beria, and the agricultural implements 
are of the most primitive character, such 
as cutlasses, hoes, bill-hooks, etc. There 
are no public schools. The immigrant ha* 
to compete with the native labor. The 
natives are strong and hardy, and one of 
them will do the work of a horse at fifty 
cents a day. The settlers wanted in Li- 
beria, as thoughthil and prominent 
Liberians recognize, are those who can 
afford and would prefer to pay their own 
i*f peuses of voyage and settlestpnt. The 
back, hilly country is said to be fine and 
healthy, but it is penetrable only by the 
footpaths which have been cut by the 
natives through the almost impenetrable

In 1S7H the American bom 
oea numbered 30,000 and the abo- 
rigines 700,000. This is not encouraging. 
The Ainetican negro can do better at 
heme. He w ill l>e crowded out by sav- 
ages iu Liberia. The participants in the 
'Exodus" are certainly doomed feo bitter 
disappointment.

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Turkey Carpets. 

The Turkey carpet, as it is made ia 
the haaddooms of Ouchak, i> a fabric 
that in durability, wearing qualities, 
and softn?s» of texture cannot be sur- 
passed. It ia made in square nieces of 
various dimensions, but generally of a 
size to cover an ordinary room. The 
colors are so stable that it is said a bar- 
rel of vinegar upset on it will not 
change a color. For wear, time seems 
to make no impression on it. Beneath 
mv fet is a Turkev carpet whicA is at 
least thirty years old., and it is, at this 
writing as fresh as the day the last 
thread was wove into it at Ouchak. 
There seems to be no fixed patterns, for 
I have never seen any two alike. The 
weaver's fancy determines the figures 
aud arrangement of colors, and that is as 
fantastic as an Oriental imagination al- 
ways is. The carpets are so heavy that they 
rest on the floor with their nu n weight, 
and need no tacks to fasten them down. 
Ae they are not secured to the floor, 
they are frequently taken up aud dusted, 
and are always thus kept clean. When 
the staircases, as well as the rooms, are 
laid in these solid fleecy carpets, the 
house is aa still as if it *"<?»e unin- 
habited, w far as the movements of its 
occupants are concerned. It is a curious 
fact that while everything else baa 
declined in price, Turkey carpeta hold 
their own in the east, one a quarter of a 
century old selling near on to its 
original cost — Cor. / > hi'odr?ph;a Pram.
